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Atlantic City's Ooaan Front Swept 


by Fierce Fire. 


THE loss WILL EXCEED *750,ooo 


Flame* Swept Along Boardwalk, Eat- 


ing Up Hotels, Business Places mn4 
Several Blocks of the Esplanade. 
No Lives Were Lost. 
Atlantic City. N. J.. April 1.—Twelve 


hotels and more than a score of small 
buildings adjoining the boardwalk, 
which is built along the ocean edge, 
were destroyed yesterday by a fire 
which swept the beach front for two 
long blocks, from Illinois avenue to 
New York avefcue. The loss", it is be- 
lieved, will exceed $750,000. In this 
respect the conflagration is the most 
disastrous that' has ever visited this 
city. The loss will be only partly cov- 
ered by insurance, as the rate of 5 
per cent, charged by insurance com- 
panies cs property is regarded as al- 
most prohibitive. Fortunately no lives 
"•were sacrificed, though probably a 
'dozen perbcns were slightly injured 
and burned during the progress of 
the fire. The origin of the fire is un- 
iknown, but is said to have started in 
«ither Brady's baths or the Tarlton 
hotel, which adjoins the baths at Illi- 
nois avenue and the boardwalk. The 
city last night was guarded by a com- 
pany of militia, who were requested 
by the municipal authorities to aid the 
police In the prevention of looting.

In addition to the foregoing there 


•were numerous other smaller booths 
and several cottages on minor thor- 
oughfares in the rear of the board- 
walk which were either partially or 
'entirely- -dftstroyed. 
XJity Threatened With Destruction. 


The fire was discovered shortly af- 


ter 9 o'clock yesterday morning, and 
for nearly five hours the fiames raged 
with such violence as to threaten the 
city with 
destruction. 
All of 
the 


burned buildings were frame struc- 
tures and the fiames, fanned by a 
strong southwest wind, swept along 
the beach front with amazing rapidity. 
The Tarlton hotel was soon a pile of 
smouldering debris, and the flames 
fed on the small stores and booths be- 
tween Illinois anrl Kentucky avenues 
until they reached the Stratford hotel, 
which was soon enveloped. The fiery 
tongues leaped to the Berkley, ad- 
joining, and in a few minutes the New 
Holland, the Bryn Mawr, the Evard 
and the Stickney. all located on Ken- 
tucky avenue, near the beach, were 
doomed. The local fire department 
worked well and willingly, but was 
•unable to cope with the flames, and 
It was found necessary to send to 
Philadelphia and Camden for aid. The 
former city sent three engines and 
two came down from Camden. It wae 
not until an hour after their arrival 
that the fire could be said to be thor- 
oughly under control. 


Just as the special train bearing the 


Philadelphia firemen arrived a burn- 
Ing brand set fire to the centre of 
Young's Pier, near Tennessee avenue. 
"Meantime the flames had communicat- 
ed with the Rio Grande, the Mervine 
»nd the Academy hotels and the Acad- 
emy of Music, at the corner of New 
York avenue and the beach. For a 
few minutes 
Young's Pier burned 


15ercely, but the firemen succeeded in 
confining the flames to Marine Hall, 
Trhich Is situated in the centre of the 
pier. 
This 
structure was entirely 


destroyed, bisecting the pierl 


Gussts WileHy Excitsd. 


During the progress of the fire the 


-wildest excitement prevailed among 
the guests of the hotels which later 
became a prey to the flames. With 
the exception of the Tarlton and the 
Bryn Mawr, all of the hostelries were 
open for the season, and most of them 
were fairly well filled. In most cases 
the guests had sufficient time to pack 
their trunks and grips, and those who 
did not do this carried their personal 
effects to places of safety in the best 
manner 
possible under the circum- 


stances. The beach appeared to be 
the most suitable depository, and 
many nondescript heaps of clothing, 
bedding and furniture appeared on 
the saad. This rendered extra vigi- 
lance necessary on the part of the 
police. The members of the volunteer 
fire department acted «s special po- 
licemen, and

Strenuous e-fTorts were raacle by the 


firemen to prevent the destruction of 
the Windsor Hotel, which was the last 
to take fire. The wind had been fa- 
rorable to the firemen, but the wing 
of the "Windsor nearest the blazing 
structures began to burn, and in the 
course of a half hour had been con- 
sumed. , The flames, however, were 
confined to this section of the build- 
Ing, thcugu tae n:aia portion of the 
hotel is badly damaged by smoke and 
water. 


Nothing is left of the boardwalk 


from Illinois avenue to a point within 
a few feet of Young's Pier but the 
iron supports. This is the portion of 
the walk that is mostly used by prome- 
naders. 
The Dunlop hotel and the 


Bleak House, massive brick structures 
at Tennessee avenue and the beach, 
were in grave danger when the con- 
flagration was at its height. The em- 
ployes of both houses played streams 
of water upon the buildings from all 
sides, and ia this way doubtless pre- 
vented the 
further spread of 
the 


flames.

Phi!£de!phia Woman Gave Birth to In* 


fan.ts Joined By Broad Ligament. 
Philadelphia, April S.—The Wister 


Institute of Anatomy, of the Universi- 
ty of Pennsylvania, received the bodies 
of twin babies, which at birth were 
joined, exactly as were the famous 
Siamese twins. Chang and Ecg Bun- 
ker. 
The babies which, had they 


lived, would 
undoubtedly have be- 


ccrne famous, were born on Sunday 
morning about 3 o'clock, Dr. Hugh P. 
McAniff, the father, an aunt and a 
trained nurse being in attendance. 


Dr. McAniff, in a brief report of the 


case, stated that the twins were finely 
developed male infants, with a united 
weight of about 16 pounds, and were 
joined by a broad ligament connect- 
ing at the navel. He further added 
that there was one umbilical cord and 
one placenta for the two. 


With the mother, Dr. SIcAmff stat- 


ed, he was well acquainted, having 
been the family physician for some 
time past. For obvious ,reasons tha 
doctor withholds the 
family name, 


which, however, will form a part of 
the records which the Wister Insti- 
tute will make to cover all phases of 
the most remarkable case.

Forced to Retreat After Fierce 


Fight With British, 


1ST WERE KILLED OR WOUNDED 
Britons Entrenched Themselves, and, 


Getting Guns Into Action, Repelled 
the Boers' 
Determined 
Attacks. 


Bravery of Canadians. 
Klerksdorp, 
Transvaal 
Colony, 


April 7.—Details received of the battle 
at Doornbalt farm. March 31. in which 
the British had three officers and 24 
men killed and 16 officers and 131 
men wounded, while the Boers had 
1S7 men killed or wounded, show that 
quite 2,000 Boers opened a strong at- 
tack from different points, with three 
guns and a pompom. This attack was 
made at a moment when the British 
had left their luggage in a laager in 
charge of the Canadian contingent and 
were galloping across the open plain, 
with the 
intention of capturing a 


Boer convoy which had been discov- 
ered five miles ahead. 
The British 


retired steadily, and, having dismount- 
ed, opened a return fusillade on the 
Boers. 


While the luggage ia charge of the 


Canadians was sent for, the British 
formed a camp and started digging 
trenches. The shelling of the Boers 
stampeded the mules and caused con- 
fusion, but otherwise it was cot very 
effective, as many shells failed to 
explode. 


The Canadians' front was attacked 


in strong numbers, but they gallantly 
repelled every attempt made by the 
Boers to break through. One party of 
the Canadians fought until all were 
killed or wounded, and the last man 
of this party, 
although 
mortally 


wounded, emptied two bandoliers of 
cartridges at the enemy and then 
broke his rifle. 


The fighting was severe and gen- 


eral for fully three hours, but after 
the British had entrenched and the 
guns got into action the forces re- 
pelled numerous and determined at- 
tacks made under the personal ex- 
hortations of the Boer leaders. 


Towards night the fire gradually 


ceased and the Boers retired. The 
British then telegraphed for aid, and 
further entrenched their camp for the 
Eight, to await the arrival of General 
Kitchener, but the Boers male no at- 
tempt to renew the attack. 


SCREEN OF BOER WOMEN 


General Beierey Reports Stories of 


British Atrocities. 


Amsterdam, April 8.—Former Presi- 


dent Kruger has received from Gen- 
eral Delarey.= the Boer leader, who 
recently captured Lord ilethuen, har- 
rowing stories of cruelties perpetrated 
by the British- The stories are sup- 
ported br affidavits. 


General 
Dslarey 
says that Boer 


women were placed as a human screen 
around the British as a protection 
against his attacks, as a result of 
which many women are said to have 
been killed. 
General Delarey gives 


specific instances, with names and 
dates, of the killing of wounded pris- 
oners ana women. 


Delarer's own wife, according to bis 


reports, has been persecuted by Gen- 
eral Lord ilethuen's cr-Iers for the 
past six months, and is now wander- 
ing about the veldt with her six chil- 
dren. Delarey's mother. 83 years of 
age, he asserts, has been driven from 
Klerksdorp, after being robbed of all 
her cattle and her house burned. He 
also enumerates specific cases of de- 
fenseless women who were shot, and 
speaks of the cold-blooded murder of 
prisoners.

SUPPORTERS OF CUBA WON 


Test Vote In House Indicates Victory 


F6r Reciprocity Bill. 


Washington. April 9.—The first day 


of the debate on the Cuban reciprocity 
bill, which opened in the house yes- 
lerday, was disappointing from a spec- 
tacular standpoint. 
There 
were no 


sensational clashes after the debate 
was actually begun, and none of the 
bitterness which 
was 
expected to 


crop out on the floor came to the sur- 
face. The vote on the motion to go 
into committee of the whole to con- 
sider the bill, however, developed the 
lines of cleavage and showed that the 
Democrats are quite as much divided 
on the question as is the majority. In 
the division, which is regarded as 
practically a test vote on the bill, 113 
Republicans and (54 Democrats voted 
for the motion and 41 Democrats and 
39 Republicans against it. 


The vote forced the hands of the 


Democrats as individuals before the 
caucus. Mr. Payne, the Republican 
leader, opened the debate for the bill 
in a strong speech, which commanded 
close attention from both sides of 
the house. There were only two other 
speeches. Mr. Newlands. a Democrat 
from Nevada, took the position that 
the concession should not be made to 
Cuba unless she were invited at the 
same time to become a part of the 
United States. Mr. McLellan, a New 
York Democrat, favored a 50 per cent, 
reduction for the benefit of Cuba. He 
contended that reciprocity was in line 
with the time honored doctrine, and 
that while Republicans might fear it, 
Democrats should not. 


EXCLUSION BILL PASSED 


House Agreed to Measure to Keep 


Out Chinese. 


"Washington, April 8.—The 
house 


yesterday passed the Chinese exclu- 
sion bill after incorporating in it sev- 
eral amendments which increased the 
drastic character of the measure. The 
principal one not .only excludes Chi- 
nese by birth and descent, but all 
Chinese of mixed blood. The chief 
struggle was over an amendment to 
prohibit the employment of Chinese 
sailers on American ships. An amend- 
ment covering this proposition at first 
was ruled out on a point of order, but 
subsequently was modified to evadQ 
the ruling, and was adopted, 100 to 74. 


As passed, the bill practically re- 


enacts all the existing exclusion laws 
and Incorporates with them the exist- 
ing treasury regulations. 
It extends 


these exclusion laws to the Philippines 
and the other possessions of the Unit- 
ed States and forbids Chinese laborers 
in our colon!"} possessions coming in- 
to this country. The Philippine com- 
mission, by the terms of the bill, is 
directed to adopt proper measures for 
the enforcement of the provisions of 
the bill in ice Philippines.

There is a movement on foot to give 


to the American private soldier an al- 
lowance of smoking and chewing to- 
bacco, and a bill has been introduced 
in the house of representatives by Pe- 
ter J. Otey of Virginia which provides 
for supplying regularly enlisted men 
with this commodity. 


"Give it to them," said an officer of 


the army recently. "I have been in 
the service for more than 35 years, 
and in that time have seen a great 
deal of enlisted men. My duties have 
taken me abroad occasionally, and I 
have seen the enlisted men in the ar- 
mies of other nations. This inspection 
that I have been able to make has 
convinced me, if I needed any con- 
vincing, that the American soldier is 
the best that the 
world produces. 


Nothing is too good for him. But. in 
the discussion that is bound to follow 
the introduction of the bill, I hope 
there will be nothing said about our 
enlisted men that will make them ap- 
pear like paupers. They are a fine 
body, sometimes a little rough, but in 
no sense men that either need or de- 
sire more than is coming to them. 


"When I say they are the best paid 


of any soldiers in the world I am not 
arguing against giving to them a lit- 
tle more than they are now receiving. 
The fact remains, however, that we 
pay our enlisted men better than any 
other country under the sun pays its 
soldiers, and there are very few me- 
chanical trades where the pay is so 
large as that received by an enlisted 
man in the United States army. 


'.'For the first two years of service 


an enlisted man receives $13 a month; 
for the third year. $14; for the fourth 
year, $15, and for the fifth year, $15 
a month. If he enlists again after 
that he receives $18 a month. The 
amount seems small when it is taken 
alone, but there are so many other 
things that go with the pay that the 
aggregate is really large. 


"I have been at some pains to Cnd 


out a few things that will make the 
comparisons concerning a soldier's pay 
'•leaner. A carpenter, for instance, 
receives from $3 to $3.50 a day for 
his work. But there are days when 
the carpenter does not work, either 
because he has not a job or because 
the weather is such that it is impossi- 
ble for him to work. 
That is lost 


time and brings no income. From my 
investigations I am prepared to say 
that the average pay of a carpenter 
is ?2 a day all the year round. This 
means to him about $6S6 a year. Out 
of this he must pay for rent, clothing, 
carfare and food, and when the end of 
the year comes he is either a very 
lucky carpenter or a very saving one 
who has anything left- The expenses 
of living are enough to completely con- 
sume his earnings. 


"Now 
how about the common sol- 


dier? The government allows to him 
the amount I have specified, accord- 
ing to the period of his sen-ice. In 
addition to the money he receives, 
there are --oats, boots, shoes—well, all 
that 3. man needs to clothe himself for 
all sorts of weather, from the skin out. 
and that of th'e best quality suited to 
the purpose. In the winter he has 
better furs to keep his hands and 
head warm, better underclothing and 
better outer garments than the average 
working man. His 1'cod is good, and 
be does not nave to vrorry about tile- 
landlord every month. 


"If he is sick, ao matter how trifling 


his ailment, there is a doctor for him, 
and no bill to meet after he gets well, 
and no dockage for time that he may 
ret be able to work. His pay goes on 
just the same whether he is sick or 
well, and he has the best medical at- 
tention. You know. 1 am sure, that 
not only mechanics, but other drawing 
better pay than mechanics, frequently 
allow what they consider small ail- 
ments to work out their course with- 
out medical treatment because they 
fear a doctor's bill, and cannot afford 
to lose the time which they should 
devote to caring for themselves. In 
this way. no doubt, good constitutions 
are undermined and a foundation laid 
for a feeble old age. With the soldier 
EO such condition obtains. 


"After a careful computation, the 


result of many years of experience. I 
say freely that the pay of the newly 
enlisted man in the United States army 
».-faen he draws only §13 a month is 
equal to more t^-an SGO a month under 
different conditions. 
Ar.u—I wast tc 


repeat it—he is worth the money. Ab- 
solutely the only expense that the 
soldier is obliged to be under is his 
laundry bill, 
and 
this amounts to 


about $1.50 a month. In some stations, 
especially when tl>e canteen was in 
use, 
even this was done away with, 


the canteen paying the laundry for 
the garrison. 


"Take a look at the quarters that 


the enlisted men occupy. They are 
commodious and clean. There is a 
Young Men's Cnristian association in 
every important post, and the enlisted 
man finds there encouragement to im- 


prore fti*uwlf mentally and enjoy !»• 
aocent CUM* with hin fellows. 


"Look at it any way you will, the 


enlisted mam is far better off than he 
would be in any other position in life 
that he is capable of filling. At the 
same time, if he wants the tobacco, 
and most of them do, let them have it 
There are no better fighters than the 
enlisted men 01 the United States ar- 
my, and when the pinch comes they 
are ready to do their duty, whatever 
that may be. They need no urging, no 
driving, and when they fight—and I 
have watched them do this—they fight 
not eo much like men who are paid 
so much a month for the work, but 
like veritable devils, who care nothing 
for their own lives, their own comfort 
or their own convenience. Show them 
the enemy ana they are ready to obey 
any orders their officers may see fit to 
issue. The enlisted man is not a pau- 
per, but he is a fighter, and I, for one. 
am in iavor of letting him have all 
the tobacco that is good for him at the 
expense of the government. He de- 
serves it." 


QUEER CALCUTTA BIROS. 


Crows and Adjutant Bird* That Do th« 


Mreet-Cleanlnc Work. 


A stranger in Calcutta cannot fail 


to quickly remark the vast cumber of 
crows that inhabit all parts of the city 
and the lameness of the adjutant birds 
—a species of stork—who fearlessly 
prearn bu late its streets. The reason 
for this is that both crows and adju- 
tant birds are protected by law on ac- 
count of their scavenger work. 


Probably in no other part of the 


world do the crows appear so plump, 
impudent and glossy. 
While their 


coats shine as if they received each 
morning a polish of blacking, tbe aa- 
dacity is 
astonishing. Hither and 


thither they ramble over the whole 
city strolling about the porch of the 
viceroy's palace with aa air as if they 
divided the honors of government with 
King Edward's representative, hop- 
ping inquisitively Into places of public 
worship and invading the homes of 
rich and poor, European and native, 
with unruffled temerity. 


In many of the European houses 


spaces are left between the top of the 
wall and the roof or ceiling to admit 
a current of air in hot weather, and 
through these spaces comes Jim Crow 
in search of the dining room and a bet- 
ter provender than he is likely to pick 
up in the gutter. But leave a meal 


! unguarded for a moment and a goo.l 
! portion of it is likely to be borne oft 


j through one of the ventilators.

It is in a far more dignified manner 


I that the adjutant bird goes about nis 
| ouslness. With an abstracted mem 


i he stalks solemnly along in tlie gut- 


[ ter. occasionally stepping up on the 
sidewalk in the European quarter, as 
if he observed something of interest 
in the shop windows. If he gets in 
your way he budges not an Inch, and 
for you Is reserved the privilege of 
taking the curb. But. like the crow, 
his best work is done in the bazaars of 


i the native quarter, wnere he demolisli- 


; es many & germ-breeding pile which 


i has escaped the inspector's notice, and 


i thus often prevents an outbreak of 


cholera. With snakes, too. he Is not 
I'pon friendly terms, and his long bill 
no doubt often destroys a nest of en- 
bras In the suburbs. 


That he is a bird possessed of much 


patience may be noted by his actions 
ro-ina the burning ghats. Undoubtel- 
ly this virtue would be an 
extra

vrere It not directed toward a grue- 
some object. It being the desire t.f 
every pious Hindu that his body after 
ceath shall rest in the sacreei Ganges 
or one of its tributaries, in order that 
this sentimental idea may be carried 
out In conformity with the preserva- 
tion of public health, the authorities 
provide ghats, or burning places for 
the dead on the banks, so that the 
aslies may be cast into the river. 
This according to the Hindo belief. :ii- 
sures a certain entry into Heaveii. 
though by a less speedy route than if 
the body had been given to the river 
with out previous disintegration. Con- 
sequently raar.y bodies are smuggled 
Into the river, and it Is for these that 
the adjutant bird so faithfully watch- 
es. For days he will wait around the 
ghats, first standing on one leg an-i 
then on the ether, with an air so ab- 
stracted that he might he likened to a 
Brahman ascetic wrapt in profound 
meditation an-1 constantly repeating to 
liimseir passages from the Vedas. But 
unlike the native official, whose duty 
it is to prevent such hai penings. and 
who has probably received a fee to 
cover his eyes at the proper momeir;. 
The adjutant LircTs eyes are wide open. 
and before long he will be seen sailing 
,icw7i the Hugli with his talons buried 
In a dark form just visible above the 
rnuJcly waters. At this sight the re- 
latives of the deceased take much con- 
solation, because they believe that the 
v.-ings of the bird will bear the soul of 
the departed In the swiftest manner *o 
heaven.—Washington Star.

In fact, the latter s dispatch 
to China was popularly ascribed, both 
in Germany and abroad, to a desire on 
the part of the Emperor to keep his 
brother at a distance. There is noth- 
ing further from the truth. The ap- 
pointment of Henry to the command 
of the German" naval forces in the 
China seas at that juncture was due 
to a belief on the part of William that 
The Chinese Empire "was on the eve 
of a breakup, and that it would be well, 
under the circumstances, that Ger- 
many's squadron, in the far Orient, 
should be under the orders of such an 
officer as Prince Henry, -who, by rea- 
son of his royal rank and intimate 
knowledge of his brother's views and 
wishes, would hare the necessary bold- 
ness, tact and presence of mind to 
know exactly how to deal with any 
crisis that might arise. Scions of Eu-
